Columnist's quest for the perfect back scratcher takes him into shower and beyond 



BODY: 

It was with no small amount of anticipation that I stepped into the shower one recent morning and reached for my 
wife's latest purchase: a bathing device she had touted over breakfast as the perfect back scratcher. 

I inspected it eagerly. Could this be it, the next best thing to world peace? 

The item that I held in my hands was sort of a synthetic loofah, a braided sponge wrapped in the same type of plastic 
netting that they use for dish scrubbers. 

The key features were the elastic handles that allow one to wrap the scrubber around their backside and pull back- 
and-forth, as if toweling off. 

This could work, I thought as I slung it into position and vigorously applied the necessary rubbing action. 

The resulting sensation was, how can I describe it, pretty much like trying to scratch your back with a wet wash cloth. 
In other words, not scratchy enough, another disappointment. 

The search for the perfect back scratcher goes on. 

I can't tell you how long I've been looking for the perfect back scratcher, those memory cells diminishing at roughly 
the same pace as the dry skin has accumulated on my back. 

But judging from the numerous back scratching items I've seen on the market over the years, I'd guess that I'm not the 
only one on this quest. 

Ideally, one finds a fellow human being willing to fulfill their back-scratching needs. But unfortunately, there is not 
always an appropriate human being within reach when the need arises, and sad to say, the appropriate ones are not 
always willing. 

There is also, of course, the potential downside of reciprocity. The person who scratches your back so often requires 
you to put even greater time and effort into scratching theirs. 

That's why man began trying to invent the perfect back scratcher, which to my way of thinking would be a self- 
contained unit capable of total back coverage with minimal effort and variations of scratchiness. From my experience, 
the ones on the market just don't quite do the trick. 

It is no wonder that Chicago politicians never use the phrase, "I'll scratch your back if you scratch mine," preferring 
instead the more subtle version, "One hand washes the other," when negotiating certain sensitive matters. 



It was the late Aid. William "Wild Bill" Henry who first introduced me to the latter phrase, leaving no doubt that if I 
were to participate in his implied arrangement that I most assuredly would come away with dirty hands. 

But I don't want to digress, because Wild Bill and I never discussed back-scratching, although I'm sure he could have 
held forth at great length on the subject if he ever caught wind that there was a dollar to be made by holding up some 
city licensee. 

It turns out that numerous Chicago area residents are trying to make a buck off back-scratching. I counted at least four 
local folks with back-scratcher patents on file at the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 

Edward Kurpieski, 41, of Carol Stream is the inventor of what he says is the "world's only hands-free back 
scratcher." 

Kurpieski's invention uses the same principle as a bear scratching his back on a tree in the woods. He devised a 
brush that can be mounted to the corner of a wall or door frame. You just back up to the brush and scratch 
away. 

Kurpieski made one for himself after throwing a baseball around with his kids one evening and realizing afterward 
that his arm was so sore he couldn't reach the middle of his back with a hairbrush, as was his normal scratching 
practice. He went to the hardware store, bought some corner molding, glued on a brush and attached it to the wall. 

I'm not sure his wife appreciated that, but his father-in-law liked it so much that he asked Kurpieski to make him one, 
too. Kurpieski figured he was on to something and applied for a patent. 

"The Bear Back Scratcher is now a viable product," he said. 

Kurpieski had 14,000 of them manufactured in China, which he is now trying to sell to catalog companies and over 
his own Web site. 

"I've found there are two kinds of people in the world," Kurpieski said. "There are people with itchy backs, and there 
are people who know people with itchy backs. 

"If you want, I could send you one," he offered, "if that would be legal." 

I told him that would be wrong, then gave him my address. 

But even Kurpieski's device doesn't strike me as the "perfect" back scratcher. After all, it does have its limitations. 

John Burys, 35, of Alsip, on the other hand, assures me that he has answered my dreams with his invention, The Mean 
Back Scratcher, also known as The Scrappy Scratcher. 

Burys came up with his product as a parody of the "Happy Massager," those ubiquitous wooden massaging devices 
with a handle and round rollers. Burys substituted pointy edged cubes for the rollers. Pretty much by happenstance, he 
says, it worked. 

"It's the perfect back scratcher. This is it. It feels just like a manicured set of fingernails," Burys promised. 

He got Marshall Field's to buy up 5,000 of them around the holidays a couple of years ago, but admits the cost of 
manufacturing them locally hasn't provided him much of a profit. He, too, is looking overseas for future production. 

Burys recently showed off the device at a pet show in an effort to break into the animal market. 

"I'll be happy to just send you one," he said.

ABSTRACT
